Mr.  Chairman, 

Mrs.Linhard  & Gentlemen. 

Once  again  I have  to  report  to  you  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
arrangements  in  your  district  for  the  year  1966  - in  accordance  with 

the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  Circular  1/67° 

NATIONAL  ^SSIST/UCL  ACT  19^7.  Section  j+7 

No  action  was  taken  under  this  f Its  application  is  mainly 

directed  towards  the  elderly,  but  not  alv/ays  so.  It  allows  of  the 
removal  from  their  homes  of  people  who  are  living  in  insanitary  conditions 
and  who  are  not  receiving  help  from  others  and  are  in  such  a state  that 
their  condition  is  prejudicial  to  their  health. 

The  good  provision  of  a home  help  does  a lot  to  alleviate  any  such 
conditions  occuring  and  tribute  must  be  paid  to  many  home  helps  for  their 
efforts  in  these  conditions. 

The  availability  of  bungalows  especially  built  for  the  elderly  and 
with  a provision  of  a warden  will  further  reduce  the  necessity  to  take 
action  under  this  Section. 

W.-iTnR  SUPPLIES . 

The  various  water  supplies  in  the  District  are  the  responsibility  of 
the  Montgomeryshire  Water  Board. 

The  inadequate  supply  at  Trefeglwys  still  exists  and  last  year  water 
was  carried  to  the  school. 

The  position  at  Llandinam  is  still  not  good  but  it  is  hoped  that  the 
Board  will  be  able  to  produce  a satisfactory  supply  here  within  the  fore- 
seeable future. 

The  position  at  ..bahafesp  is  not  too  good,  and  a mains  water  supply 

is  needed. 


SANITATION . 

Clatter . 

The  scheme  to  sewer  the  village  of  Clatter  was  commenced  early  in  the 
year  and  progress  was  very  satisfactory.  By  the  end  of  the  year  it  was 
completed  with  the  exception  of  the  installation  of  machinery  and  connection 
to  the  electricity  supply.  rlans  were  drawn  up  for  house  connections 
and  a tender  was  accepted. 

It  was  with  deep  regret  that  the  Council  learned  of  the  sudden  death 
in  August  of  the  resident  engineer.  He  had  been  an  exceptionally  good 
resident  engineer  and  no  doubt,  to  him  is  due  the  expedient  way  this  scheme 

was  carried  out. 

Supervision  cf  this  scheme  was  taken  over  by  the  Clerk  of  Works. 

Llandinam. 

I regret  having  to  report  that  no  physical  work  on  this  scheme  v/as 
done  at  all.  It  is  a matter  of  urgency  that  this  village  should  be 
adequately  sewered.  Throughout  the  year  I receive  complaints  regarding 
sickness  and  diarrhoea  at  the  village  school  and  I am  convinced  that 
this  is  due  to  the  inadequate  sewerage  arrangements  at  the  school a The 
Education  j.uth. rity  await  the  provision  of  apublic  sewer. 

The  delay  in  commencing  . ■ s work  was  due  to  the  failure  of  the 
Contractor  whose  tender  had  been  accepted  and  approved  to  produce  a 
bond.  The  next  lowest  tenderer  was  negotiated  with  successfully  about 
November  and  it  is  hoped  work  will  start  very  soon  on  this  scheme. 

Caersws . 


It  was  decided  to  extend  the  sewer  at  Caersws  to  serve  the  proposed 
new  heuses.  rlans  have  been  drawn  up  and  were  awaiting  approval.

The  gravity  scheme  draining  to  Caersws  was  submitted  by  the 
Consultants  and  is  awaiting  approval. 


There  is  a possibility  that  the  disposal  works  at  Caersws  will  have 
to  be  enlarged. 


Tre.feglwys 

Until  this  village  has  a good  public  supply  of  water  it  will  not  be 
possible  to  provide  a . ublic  sewer. 


Sarn. 

A scheme  has  been  submitted  to  the  Welsh  Office  and  there  will  be 
a local  investigation.  I under s tend  that  administrative  difficulties 
are  holding  it  up. 

Manafon  and  New  Mills. 

An  outline  scheme  has  been  prepared. 

The  Council  has  provided  public  sewerage  facilities  at  Llangerrig, 
Caersws,  Carno,  Kerry,  Tegynon,  Bettws,  Bwlchyffridd  and  Stepaside„ 


HJBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

The  Council  plans  to  build  a public  convenience  at  Carno  but  this 
has  been  deferred  due  to  the  economic  situation.

HOUSING. 

Dolfor . Four  houses  were  completed » 

Carno.  The  building  of  four  houses  and  four  bungalows  for  the 
elderly  was  commenced. 

Bettws.  Four  bungalows  were  commenced  but  progress  was  very 
disappointing. 


Kerry.  Three  houses  and  six  bungalows  were  commenced. 


Stepaside . Flans  were  prepared  and  a tender  accepted  during  the  year. 

Caersws.  The  layout  of  l6  bungalows  was  considered  and  approved  but 
the  delay  in  any  further  progress  was  because  of  the  fact 
that  the  sewer  extension  had  not  been  commenced. 

At  the  end  of  the  y^ar  25  houses  were  under  construction  by  private 
builders  and  17  w^re  completed  in  the  year. 

The  Council  own  houses  in  most  of  the  villages  throughout  its  district.

Water  Supplies. 


The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  in  general  satisfactory 
both  in  quality  and  in  quantity. 

i.  Bacteriological  examination  of  all  the  sources  in  the  area 
is  carried  out  regularly,  examination  being  made  primarily 

of  treated  v/ater  but  with  occasional  raw  water  samples  being  taken. 

The  results  of  bacteriological  examinations  of  supplies  in 
the  area  are  given  in  Appendix  'A*. 

ii.  One  sample  for  chemical  analysis  is  normally  taken  from  each 
source  annually.  During  1966,  17  No.  analyses  were  carried 

out  and  the  results  indicate  that  all  sources  are  satisfactory 
for  public  water  supply. 

These  results  are  attached. 

iii„  Fluoride  content  of  the  various  supplies  is  less  than  0.001  p.p.m. 

The  only  water  having  certain  plumbo-solvent  action  is  from 
the  borehole  source  at  Llangurig.  Precautionary  measures  are 
under  investigation  at  present. 

The  normal  measures  taken  following  the  report  of  unsatis- 
factory samples  are  to  increase  the  dosage  of  sodium  hypochlorite 
and  to  carry  out  a systematic  flushing  of  mains,  with  a further 
sample  being  taken. 

The  mains  from  the  source  at  Llanbrynmair,  where  the  bulk  of  unsatisfactory 
samples  have  been  obtained,  have  been  flushed  over  their  whole-length 
and  at  present  samples  from  this  source  and  all  .the  Board's  sources  in 
the  area  arc  highly  satisfactory. 

The  number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied  direct  from  the  mains  and  by 
stand-pipe  are  given  in  the  attached  Appendix  ’B*. 

It  is  unfortunately  not  possible  to  give  an  accurate  figure  for  the 
population  supplied.

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

The  four  private  slaughterhouses  continued  to  operate  within  the  area. 
In  each  slaughterhouse,  good  hygienic  practices  were  maintained,  and  I 
am  pleased  to  report  on  the  co-operation  of  the  butchers  concerned,  in 
the  carrying  out  of  suggested  improvements.  There  was  no  evidence  of 
any  contravention  of  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  Regulations.  It  is  also 
pleasing  to  record  that  the  quality  of  the  meat  supplied  to  the  public 
in  this  area  continued  to  be  excellent . 

During  the  year,  100$  inspection  of  carcases  and  organs  was  maintained, 
and  the  total  throughput  was  as  follows  $-

HOUSING  MANAGEMENT. 

Inspections  of  Council  houses  made  during  the  year  totaled  264.  Apart 
from  isolated  exceptions,  the  Councils  tenants  kept  their  houses  and 
gardens  in  a satisfactory  condition.  It  is  regretted  that  one  family 
was  evicted  from  a Council  house  for  non  payment  of  rent.  Every  effort 
over  a considerable, period,  had  been  made  by  the  Council  to  encourage 
the  tenant  involved  to  fulfill  his  obligations.  The  arrears  finally 
amounted  to  over  £60-  and  the  course  taken  by  the  Council  was  unavoid- 
-able.  The  Welfare  and  Childrens  Officers  of  the  County  Council  were 
given  prior  notice  of  the  intention  to  evict.  The  family  moved  into  a 
caravan  and  finally  found  housing  accommodation  in  another  district. 

The  cost  of  housing  mainton.  ance  continued  to  rise  and  it  became  more 
difficult  to  obtain  Contractors  to  carry  out  jobbing  repairs. 

NEW  DWELLING  HOUSES. 

During  the  year  4 Council  houses  at  Dolfor  were  completed,  and  the 
following  were  commenced,  Kerry  3 houses  and  6 bungalows,  Carno  4 
houses'  and  4 bungalows,  Bettws  4 bungalows. 

In  the  case  of  private  enterprise  25  houses  were  under  construction 
at  31st.  December  1966,  and  17  completed  during  the  year. 

SE'ERAGE  AITD  SE'.A.GZ  DISPOSAL. 

Sewage  disposal  schemes  were  in  operation  in  the  villages  of  Caersws, 
Llangurig,  Carno,  Kerry,  Tregynon,  Bwllchyf fridd,  Bettws  and  Stepaside, 
and  work  continued  on  the  extension  at  Tregynon.  The  scheme  at  Clatter 
was  commenced  during  the  year.

SEWERAGE  A ND  SE7/AGE  DISPOSAL  CONTD. 

A change  v.'as  made  in  the  system  of  maintenance  in  September,  when  a mobile 
gang  of  two  full  time  operatives  replaced  all  but  one  of  the  part  time  employees 
The  part  time  attendant  was  retained  at  Llangurig  sewage  disposal  works, 
because  of  the  isolated  situation. 

The  new  men  had  no  previous  experience  in  this  work,  but  proved  to  be  very 
satisfactory. 

I am  confident  that  efficiency  of  operation  and  maintenance  will  be 
achieved  with  this  new  system. 

BUILDING  REGULATIONS  1965- 

The  operation  of  the  Building  Regulations  commenced  in  February  1 9 66.  The 
new  regulations  proved  to  be  complex  and  the  work  of  advising  builders  and 
the  small  developers  , increased.  I was  privileged  to  attend  a two  day 
course  in  Cardiff,  dealing  with  this  subject.  This  course  was  invaluable 
in  guiding  my  approach  to  these  Regulations,  which,  properly  administered 
cannot  fail  to  improve  the  standard  of  building  operations  generally. 

During  the  3rear  I85  applications,  for  permission  to  carry  out  works  were 
received  and  considered,  of  these,  12  applications  were  rejected,  for 
failing  to  indicate  compliance  with  the  Regulations,  All  the  rejected 
applications  were  resubmitted  in  ammended  form  and  finally  approved.  In 
connection  with  the  Structural  Fire  Precautions,  of  the  Building  Regulations, 

I would  like  to  record  my  appreciation  for  the  advice  readily  given  by 

the  Chief  Officer  of  the  Denbighshire  and  Montgomeryshire  Joint  Fire  Service. 

FLOODING. 

Two  Flood  Warning  ’Alerts'  were  received  during  December.  One  house  in 
Caersws  was  slightly  affected  but  no  other  dwellings  were  known  to  have 
been  flooded.  The  Clywedog  Dam  had  begun  to  operate  and  was  holding 
back  water  during  this  period.  Although  no  authoritative  statements 
were  made  regarding  the  relief  afforded  , it  is  felt  that  considerable 
benefit  could  be  attributed  to  the  Clywedog  Scheme.
